REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICES  OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1942. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Counci L 
Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  past  year* 
It  will  again  be  a  short  ohe* 


VITAL.  STATISTICS, 

As  usual  I  have  been  provided  by  the  Registrar  -General, 
with  the  number  of  Births  and  Deaths  for  the  Calander  yeafc  1942  (l.E, 

1st  January  to  51st  December  ).  These  include  the  births,  belonging  to 
the  district,  which  took  place  outside  the  district,  and  the  deaths 
which  are  adjusted  for  inward  and  outward  transfers,  so  that  the  numbers 
will  differ  from  the  totals  of  the  four  quarters  given  in  my  reports 
during  the  year*  A  population  figure  is  also  provided  for 

statistical  purposes.  Non-civilian  deaths  are  excluded* 

Births. 

There  were  45  males  and  41  female^  live  births,  a  total  of 
86.  This  gives  a  births  rate  of  16*9  per  1000  compared  with  a  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  of  15.8  and  a  local  rate  in  1941  of  13.7, 

3  of  the  births  were  illegitimate. 

ThBEe  were  3  Still  Births,  two  of  them  illegitimate. 

Deaths* 

70  deaths  were  registered  -  31  males  and  39  females  -  giving 
a  death  rate  of  13.8  per  1000.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year 
was  14.6  and  the  England  and  Wales  rate  11.6 


There  were  4  deaths  -  3  male  and  1  female  -  under  one  year 
of  age.  The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  was,  therefore,  46.5  per 
— .  1000  live  births  whilst  England  and  Wales  rate  was  49. 

There  were  14  deaths  from  Cancer,  12  from  Intra-cranial 
vascular  lesions,  18  from  Heart  Disease,  2  from  Bronchitis, 

3  from  Pneumonia,  3  from  Digestive  diseases,  3  from  Nephritis, 

3  from  violent  causes,  1  from  premature  birth,  1  from  Syphilitic 
disease  and  10  from  other  causes. 

The  age  mortality  was  high, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

A  total  of  143  civilians  cases  notified  comprised  108  of 
Measles,  18  of  Whooping  Cough,  13  of  Scarlet  Fever,  2  of  Pneumonia 
and  2  of  Erysipelas.  Eight  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  I  v/as  notified  of  one  NonO  civilian  case 
of  Scarlet  Fever  which  has  been  sent  bt  the  Military  Authorities 
to  Hospital, 

There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria,  the  last  case  being  in 
March  1941,  In  former  years  we  usually  had  a  few  cases  in  the  twelve 
months.  In  1940  there  were  12  cases.  Some  credit  for  this  must  be 
given  to  Immunisation.  The  number  of  children  immunised  is  now 
comparatively  high  and  the  good  work  is  being  continued. 

No  case  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  v/as  notified. 

PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS. 

3  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  and  2  cf  other  forms 
were  notified.  One  of  the  former  and  one  of  the  latter  were  removed 
from  the  register  recovered.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  cases 
v/as  12  Pulmonary  and  12  Non-  Pulmonary. 


SCABIES* 


8  cases  were  sucessfuliy  treated  at  the  out-patients 

clinic  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  (treatment  did  not  commence 
until  October), 

The  health  of  the  District  has  been  quite  satisfactory. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  Sanitary  fflnspector  I  have  completed  a 
rather  cumbersome  Table  C.  dealing  with  all  the  Sanitary  conditions 
of  the  district.  ,  \ 

I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  to  have  copies  printed 
for  distribution  to  mombors  at  the  preset  time.  I  sent  a  cdpy 
some  time  ago  to  the  County  Medical  Officer.  I  shall  keep  my  copy 
for  future  use.  *** 

A  considerable  number  of  houses  are  in  an  unsatisfactory 
state  and  I  hope  that  it  will  not  be  long  nol  before  they  can  be 
dealt  with.
